Although it is very evident that "the 


President will be compelled to select a 
new Secretary of the Treasury, be may 
not do so for a time. Any bust* in the 
matter would be deemed discourteous 
to Mr. Manning. The latter at tke pres- 
ent time is unable to sign his name to 
a notice of resignation, nor will bis 
physicians allow him to attend to any 
matter of business, no matter how 
trivial, because it is absolutely necei- 
•ary that his mind be kept free from 
anything of that sort; but as soon ai be 
recovers sufficiently it is expected that 
his resignation will be forthcoming. 
There is a belief that Secretary Whit- 
ney will at the proper time be trans- 
ferred from the Navy Department to 
the Treasury, because of the general 
desire of New York tner. that the finan- 
cial department of tbe Government 
iboold be managed oy one of their num- 
ber. 


A Washington dispatch aays there ii 


much comment and conjecture just now 
as to Mr. Cleveland'! condition. That 
hi is overworking himself is universally 
eonoeded. 
He brought to the labors of 


bis office a much more robust vitality 
than Secretary Manning did, and there 
art no present indication! that it has 
been seriously impaired. H« remain! a 
picture of health and energy, and goes 
about his daily labors with unflagging 
zeal. But the fact is that the President 
has gained more than 10 pounds of flesh 
during the past year. He rarely leaves 
the Executive Manaion. Hii mornings 
are given up to (he most tiresome »nd 
nonotouons of all work—receiving vis- 
itors. These people mob the Executive 
Mansion at all hours. They go for every 
variety of reason, and occupy the Presi- 
dent's time on every conceivable quet- 
lion. His mind is continually harassed 
and his attention unremittingly claimed. 
He lietens to innumerable solicitations, 
anof is subjected to infinite boredom. 
As soon as this ordeal is over he escapes 
to bis study, only to find it thronged 
with Senators, Congressmen, Govern- 
ment officers and special callers, and 
th»u the doleful wear and tear begins 
all over, and lasts until dinner. As 
soon as he dines be returns to his study 
and takes up the papers before him. 
Sometimes Cabinet officers call, some- 
times Senators—always some one; and 
between these And his document! he 
remains hard at it until about midnight. 


This is his unvarying programme. 


There is «o relief. It goes on and on 
in one perpetual grind. Human nature 
cannot stand such a strain indefinitely. 
Furthermore, he vexes and harasses 
himself with work that he need not 
undertake—work that the most liberal 
construction of his 
responsibilities 


would absolve him from. Recently he 
sat up till 2 o'clock poring over some 
supers m connection with a third-rate 
Illinois Postofttce. He had heard aboat 
the contest incidentally, and took op 
, the idea that he would like to go to the 
bettom ol it. This is only on* of a 
thousand casei. He loads himself down 
with work tbat subordinates ought lo 
do. He draws up documents with his 
own hand which any competent corre- 
sponding clerk ought to be able to pre- 
pare, and he devotes hour afti-r hour tr> 
digesting questions that a divioiou ohi»( 
should dispose of. In a word, Mr 
Cleveland i» weiring biniuslf out and 
squandering bis time and energies. Hi» 
friends are

uneasy. They think h* ought to t»k« 
more rest and more t-xercise, and to *»• 
less voracious in wizuig up»n work
